Letter  to  the  Editor ... 

In  answer  to  Mr.  Dennis  Frame’s  introduction  of  the 
•“Young  Americans  for  Freedom”  chapter  on  campus,  we  must 
question  the  motives  and  goals  of  the  organization. 

We  are  fortunate  that  people  of  different  views  can  speak 
their  minds  in  the  public  press — even  though  what  is  said  may 
be  illogical  or  extreme  or  misdirected. 

He  stated  that  the  time  has  come  for  positive  action.  HE 
IS  RIGHT!  Appeasement  cannot  work-  But:  to  say  "not  co¬ 
existence”  can  only  lead  straight  to  nuclear  war;  to  say  “not 
concession”  destroys  any  attempt  to  achieve  a  workable  peace! 

Mr.  Frame  states  that  the  YAF  wants  to  “crush  Commun¬ 
ism”  to  protect  our  form  of  government.  If  he  were  informed 
(as  he  wishes  the  public  to  be)  he  would  know  that  Commun¬ 
ism  has  never  mastered  a  country  as  a  result  of  its  ideology. 
The  Communists  have  always  had  to  use  military  force.  After 
this  force  had  conquered  Eastern  Europe,  Cuba,  and  South¬ 
east  Asia,  then  the  ideology  was  accepted.  COMMUNISM  IS 
NOT  THE  MAJOR  THREAT  TO  OUR  FREEDOM!  It  can  be 
met  by  the  superior  man-power,  natural  resources,  and  wea¬ 
pon  and  delivery  systems  of  the  free  nations. 

Agreed,  Communism  is  a  terrible  thing— why  get  neurotic 
about  it?  Let  the  government  and  military  handle  it.  We,  THE 
YOUNG  REPUBLICANS  AND  DEMOCRATS  BELIEVE  THE 
MAJOR  THREAT  TO  BE  ORGANIZATIONS  LIKE  THE  YAF! 

Liberalism  is  not  Communism,  rather,  it  is  an  attempt  to 
achieve  a  practical,  reasonable  solution  to  social,  economic  and 
political  problems.  Liberalism  is  not  a  rigid,  doctrinate  point 
of  view  as  Mr.  Frame  argues.  It  is  a  method  of  dealing  with 
problems. 

The  advisors  and  backers  of  the  YAF  are  doubtful  patriots. 
These  “superpatriots”  are  always  the  least  informed  part  of 
the  public.  Rather  than  attacking  a  gnost  already  being  handled 
be  experts,  and  crying  about  thoseiwho  disagree  with  them, 
Mr.  FYame  and  the  YAF  might  do  jWell  to  become  better  in¬ 
formed  themselves! 

The  greatest  dangers  to  the ;  liberties  of  20th  Century 
Western  Man  have  come  from  the  extreme,  unthinking  right. 
The  Nazi  and  Fascist  movements  In  Germany,  Italy,  Spain, 
and  Portugal  and  the  dictatorial  oppression  in  Latin  America 
testify  to  the  truth  of  this  statement.  The  present  travial  of 
Prance  can  be  found  in  the  strength  of  the  extreme  right. 

The  mechanism  for  similar  rightist  control  exists  in  the 
U.  S.,  festered  by  such  organization  as  the  John  Birch  Society, 
the  Minutemen,  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  arid  now  the  YAF.  Ignoring 
these  historical  realities,  Mr.  Frame  has  emotionally  present¬ 
ed  only  one  side  of  the  question. 

No  thanks,  Mr.  Frame.  We  do  not  need  another  organiza¬ 
tion  to  fight  the  "terrible  scourge.”  We,  the  Republicans  and 
Democrats,  liberals  and  conservatives  are  already  members 
of  the  greatest  organization  ever  devised  to  protect  the  liberties 
®f  man  and  solve  his  social  problems;  THE  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA!

The  contest  was  one  of  the 
most  exciting  played  in  the 
Maryville  gym  this  year.  It 
was  tied  12  times  and  Mary¬ 
ville  took  the  lead  6  times  and 
Springfield  forged  ahead  9 
times. 

Close  to  Final  Seconds 

The  see-saw  game  was  not 
really  settled  until  the  clock 
hit  the  final  12  seconds.  Spring- 
field  had  tied  it  up  at  57-  all

Although  they  came  out  on  the  short  end  of  the  scoring 
column,  the  Bearcats  played  one  of  their  better  games  of  the 
season  against  the  Springfield  Bears.  The  revitalized  Bearcats, 
led  by  the  sharp  all-around  play  of  returnee,  J.  D.  Miller,  in 
the  first  half,  and  the  offensive  spark  provided  by  Don  Drake 
and  Jerry  Meznarich  in  the  second  stanza,  almost  pulled  a  sur¬ 
prising  upset  over  the  cagers  from  Southwest,  losing  by  the 
narrow  margin  of  62-60.  A  few  crucial  bobbles  in  the  last  few 
minutes  downed  the  ’Cats,  even  though  they  were  in  the  game 
until  the  final  buzzer. 

Problems 

Lack  of  depth,  which  has  been  a  big  problem  all  season, 
was  one  of  the  deciding  factors  in  the  contest.  Springfield  kept 
at  least  two  fresh  players  in  the  game  at  all  times,  while  the 
Bearcats  had  three  cagers  who  went  the  lull  route  of  the  game. 
They  were  Drake,  Meznarich,  and  Lizzo. 

Four  Bearcat  baskcteers  shared  the  brunt  of  the  offensive 
load,  all  scoring  in  double  figures.  It  is  generally  acknowledged 
that  in  a  succcssfull  season,  a  basketball  team,  college  or  pro¬ 
fessional,  needs  five  or  six  good  scorers. 

School  Spirit 

Although  the  students  were  reprimanded  for  booing  during 
the  Springfield  game,  the  student  support  of  the  Bearcat  Cag¬ 
ers  was  one  of  the  best  exhibitions  of  “school  spirit”  that  this 
author  has  seen  in  three  years.  The  Bearcats  responded  to 
this  encouragement  and  did  everything  but  win  the  game. 
Maybe  this  is  one  of  the  years  that  our  teams  are  building 
character  instead  of  winning  games. 

Pinch-Hitter 

At  any  rate,  we  tip  our  hat  to  Athletic  Director  Ryland 
Milner  who  is  pinch-hitting  for  roundball  mentor,  Marion  Moss, 
who  recently  underwent  an  appendectomy.  Incidently  we  ex¬ 
tend  get-well  wishes  to  Coach  Moss. 

Coach  Mihier  is  no  stranger  to  basketball,  having  played 
on  the  1930-31  Bearcat  squad  coached  by  Hank  Iba.  That  year 
the  Bearcat  cagers  won  32  straight  games  to  set  a  national 
collegiate  record  which  was  not  broken  untU  1956  by  the  Un¬ 
iversity  of  San  Francisco  team  which  named  Bill  Russell,  Mike 
Farther,  K.  C.  Jones,  and  Gene  Brown  as  its  players. 

Scoring 

The  leading  Bearcat  scorers  thus  far  are:  Jerry  Meznarich, 
16.8;  Don  Dake,  12.5;  Paul  Lizzo,  10.2;  J.  D.  Miller,  9.7;  Nick 
Neira,  8.0.  Neira  and  Miller  have  played  in  only  four  confer¬ 
ence  games. 

In  the  rebounding  department,  Jerry  Meznarich  (8.4),  and 
1  Don  Drake  (7.0),  have  been  the  pacesetters  for  most  of  the 
■basketball  season.

The  Northwest  State  College 
Bearcats  wound  up  their  1961- 
62  basketball  season  Saturday 
night  in  losing  to  the  visiting 
Kirksville  Bulldogs,  69-50,  in  an 
MIAA  League  game  for  a  2-8 
loop,  listing  a  6-15  season. 

It  was  good  for  fifth  in  the 
loop. 

Jerry  Meznarich  and  Bob 
Ogden  played  their  final  game 
for  the  Bearcats,  as  did  Milt 
MePike,  Gary  Hendren  and 
Richard  Daly  for  the  Bulldogs. 

The  Bearcats  were  a  cold 
team  in  their  final  game,  hit¬ 
ting  20  of  64  shots  from  the 
field,  many  of  their  tries  doing 
fancy  didoes  in  and  around  the 
hoop.  At  the  same  time  the 
Bulldogs  were  hitting  25  of  58 
tries. 

Kirksville  came  out  fast,  hit¬ 
ting  two  fielders  and  a  free 
throw  in  the  first  90  seconds. 
Then  Maryville  scored  its  first 
points  at  18:32  on  a  drive  in 
shot  by  Don  Drake,  who  posted 
game  high  at  20  with  his  nine 
field  goals  and  2  of  5  free 
throws. 

The  Bulldogs  kept  moving 
and  posted  a  16-10  advantage 
midway  in  the  first  half.  A 
short-lived  rally  by  the  Bear¬ 
cats  cut  the  edge  to  17-16  with 
6%  minutes  left,  but  Kirks¬ 
ville  hit  nine  straight  points  in 
about  2%  minutes  and  the 
game  never  seemed  to  be  in 
doubt  after  that. 

Maryville  went  3%  minutes 
without  a  score  midway  in  the 
second  half,  while  the  ’Dogs 
seemed  to  have  no  difficulty  in 
hitting. 

MePike  and  Brown  kept  Mez¬ 
narich  under  wraps,  switching 
from  time  to  time  on  guarding 
the  big  senior.  The  Bearcat 
star  was  kept  to  11  points  on 
three  baskets  and  5  of  7  free 
throws,  down  from  his  aver¬ 
age  of  about  17  points.
